pressure will be brought to bear on 
opposition senators, from their home 
teintories, to change their attitudes. 


In this endeavor to create an ir- 


resistible demand for quick ratifica- 
tion, the president, it was learned 
today, will make bald statements of 
what he considers the facts rather 
than oratoric.il efforts 
Hi? itinerary calls for Invasion of 


the states of some of his principal 
opponents in the senate 
Most of his 
speeches will be delivered west of 
Chicago, where the administration 
believes antipathy to the treaty is 
strongest 
Special attention to be 


devoted to the Pacific coast where the 
people, according to their senators,* 
are suspicious of the Japanese and 
resentful of the Shantung settlement, 
whereby Japan gets important grants 
n China, In addition to his speeches 
on the coast, the president will review 
the Pacific fleet at Seattle, Sept. 13. 


One of Wilson's arguments for rati- 
fication is expected to be that the 
industrial unrest and high price era 
cannot end until real peace is es- 
tablished through acceptance of the 
treaty. 
He plans to explain his 
reasons for committing the United 
States to the league of nations and, 
in fact, make a personal report to the 
American people on his work at Paris, 
telling them the "whys" and "where- 
fores " 
The president's addresses have not 


been prepared in advance, due to 
•pressure of otherttuttes at the white 
house. 
He will speak extemporan- 
eously from short Hand notes which 


will Jot down ort the tffcin. When 


his opponents in the senate reply, he 
will take issue with them, making the 
treaty fight a sort of nation-wide 
deiiate. 


Wilson 
will be accompanied by 
more than a score of newspaper men, 
as Well as a corps of photographers 
and a battery of motion picture cam- 
eras. A few days after each speech 
the episodes connected with it will be 
flashed on thousands of movie screens 
all over the country. Representatives 
of telegraph companies will be on the 
train to arrange for wire facilities so 
the president's words may be quickly 
placed before the millions that can- 
not actually hear him speak 
Secretary Tumulty is in the party, 


as are Mis. Wilson, Dr. Gary Gray- 
son, the president's physician; Gil- 
bert M. Close, his chief stenographer; 
and other members of the white house 
establishment 
The secret service operatives are 
headed bv Joseph Murphy, assistant 
chief of the service 
Murphy has ac- 
companied A\ilson on all his joutneys, 
including the European tup. 
These 
men, to whom is entrusted the task of 
protecting the executive's life, will 
occupy a car next to that of the pres- 
ident, and will be with him every 
minute he is away from the train. 
Bxti aordmary precautions have been 
arranged for every stop. 
The president's tram will consist

HIGHEST IN MANY YEARS 


Dread Epidemic Killed Ten 


Times the Number Slain 


in Battle.

INSURANCE

NEW YORK, Sept 3—Ths rate of 


mortality which American life in- 
sjir^ince companies had to meet in 
1918 
was,-about 32 per cent greater 


than 1917 and 14 pei- cent "higher than 
the average death rate for a score of 
years.

The Insurance Press confirms a re-

HIBERNIANS BETRAYED. 


state convention of the Ancient Order 


tof Hibernians of Indiana, in session in Fort 
jWayae yesterday, adopted resolutions whereof 
the preamble sets out that the national conven- 
tion of the order in San Francisco, recently, 
** placed itself on record as opposed to any league 
of nations that infringes the independence and 
sovereignty of the United States and excludes 
from consideration the case of Ireland and other 
nations seeking the right of self-government, but 
held in servitude by military power," and then 
go on to declare: 


Therefore, ba it naolvad, that we the Hibernians of 
Indiana in state convention assembled, hereby endorse 
the action of our national body in this respect and also 
hereby approve the action of our national president, 
Hon. James B. Deery in going to Washington Sat- 
urday, August the 80th to protest against the objec- 
tionable features of the proposed league. 


And further be it resolved, that we express our sin- 


cere appreciation to the members of the senate of the 
senate of the United States (and especially to Senator 
Watson and Senator New of our own state), who 
throughout this bitter struggle have shown themselves 
courteous and friendly to the Irish cause and who voted 
for the resolution of Senator Borah and Senator Walsh, 
of Massachusetts, demanding a hearing for the elected 
representatives of Irish republic, whose complete rec- 
ognition by the United States we hope to see consum- 
mated at an early date. 


This morning's Journal-Gazette prints a 


garbled version of these resolutions. With a par- 
tisan narrowness and meanness that is splenetic 
and trenches on the vicious, it cuts out of the 
resolutions the grateful acknowledgements of the 
Ancient Order of Hibernians of Indiana to Sen- 
ators New and Watson for the courtesy and 
friendliness they have shown to the Irish cause 
Low and mean as the spirit of this is it might 
be overlooked but for the dishonesty and hypoc- 
risy it discloses in a newspaper that so conspicu- 
ously has professed a deep, sincere and special 
concern for the cause of Ireland. The Journal- 
Gazette's editor, whoever he may be, exploits 
himself as a historian of the struggle of Irelanc 
for freedom and independence. He has written 
volumes during the past year or two in his news 
paper exalting the patriots and martyrs of Erin 
and has assumed authority to speak for the cause 
Now comes the Hibernians of Indiana to Fort 
IWayne to proclaim from this city where they 
8t$ud nu touching their cause, its perils uncle 
the proposed league of nations and its help from 
its friends in the senate of the United States and 
tlwy are flouted and insulted by the deliberate 
extinguishment of an essential part of what 
they had to eay. 


NOT has the matter ended with this. 
The 


notable (Speech of Mr. James E. Deery, national 
president of the Ancient Order of Hibernians, is 
dismissed with an emasculated reference. 
His 


ringing declaration for Irish freedom, his crit- 
icism of the president of the United States and 
his denunciation of the covenant of the league, 


stands today with the certainty of its threat 


to destroy every hope that Ireland could repose 
in a coalition of nations for the advancement of 
democracy, is suppressed in its practical entirety.

noise has boon of a few—principally in the senate 
—who seem to regard the packing industry as 
fair game at any time. These, joining tho hue 
and cry of the prejudiced federal trade commis- 
sion, have given the meat packing industry lit- 
tle rest during many months. The "high price" 
of meat is relatively no higher than the "high 
price" of everything: else, not so high, indeed, 
as the price of most things, if consumers do not 
insist on having the choicest. Porterhouse steak, 
prime rib roast, sliced ham and fancy bacon arc 
at prices no one ever before hoard of, but these 
select portions at select prices by no moans con- 
stitute all there is of wholesome and inviting 
meats to be had at the butcher's. As a matter of 
fact the demand for the choice things has much 
to do with the price in general of meats. It is 
no easy matter for the retailers to dispose of the 
so-called inferior cuts. But high or low be the 
price of meat, there is no proof that the packing 
houses are skinning the consumer with the same 
neatness, dispatch and inexorable system with 
which they flay the beasts they kill, as the anti- 
paeker group in the senate and the federal trade 
commission insist. 
If there is to be an onset 


against the industry it should upon proof of the 
cheating that it is alleged the packers practice 
npon the livestock growers and upon proof of 
the extortion that it is charged the packers em- 
ploy to make the consumer squirm and pay. 
There is no body of such proof as yet. The ab- 
surdity of expecting prices to tumble while the 
cost of stock on the hoof at all the great centers 
emains what it is should be apparent to every- 
jody. The packers may be profiteering and so, 
too, may the retailers, but that is not shown in 
>rices here as compared with the cost of other 
staple foodstuffs. If the expansion of the pack- 
ng house business into wholesale grocery con- 
cerns is the animus of the hostility to the packers, 
et the fight go forward honestly for what it is. 
A reasonable question of public policy is invested 
>y that phase of the case against the packers. 
3ut that the packing industry is the one horrific 
example of trade buccaneering and demands 
special severity is the rant of the muckers, in 
Congress and out. Certainly, there is no situa- 
;ion that seems to call for federal regulation that, 
as some would have it, amounts to federal eon- 
;rol of the packing business. It is a pity there 
las been no investigation of the packers that the 
sublic can have confidence in. The operations of 
;he federal trade commission invite no such at- 
itude of the public mind. The senate special 
committee that has just completed its labors has 
done more to allay suspicion than any other 
agency Its inquiries have been fair and toler- 
ably thorough. 
Its recommendations 
should 


iave some weight. In any event, there should be 
ionclusive evidence before the government be- 
gins to put the packing or any industry in hop- 
ples and then undertakes to run it.

President Wilson is going before the country 


to plead for something that is of peculiar interest 
to himself and not for what is of direct concern 
to the nation and fts people. He will urge the 
treaty he helped to frame and signed because it 
must be accepted and approved as he brought it 
over that his fame may have historic vindica- 
tion, but he will not have much to say for those 
things that today are uppermost in the anxiety 
and solicitude of the great body of Americans. 


And therein is disclosed the essential differ- 


ence between a strong policy of Americanism 
such as the country in so many ways—both 
material and moral—stands in need of and the 
policy of internationalism for embrace of which 
Mr. Wilson goes abroad in the land to plead 
During the war it was the far-flung cry that 
what the nation most suffered from was a wanl 
of sound and cohesive national spirit, the pres 
ence of millions of aliens speaking all the tongues 
of Babel and harboring racial prejudices and ha- 
treds, ruled by sentiments having nothing in 
common with America and, all told, indifferen 
to this republic and its institutions where noi 
actually hostile and cherishing none of the op 
portunities save that to make money. These, we 
were told, must be Americanized and made to 
understand and appreciate that of all lands be 
neath the skies America is greatest in oppor 
tunities, best in advantages and first in freedom 
Through various agencies it now is undertaken 
to teach unlearned aliens what America means 
and what Americanism is—to breed in them th< 
true spirit of nationalism that it is charged o:

dirigible gas bag is the air-machine 
of the future, for civilian use, and 
the great success which has attended 
recent experiments in the production 
of helium greatly strengthens this 
beJief. 


Hydrogen burns with ease. 
The 


The hydrogen gas bags were prac- 
tically put out of the war by incen- 
diary bullets. And in time of peace, 
there is constant danger that a hy- 
drogen-filled envelope will catch fire 
from static electricity, or from an 
engine spark. Hence a sufficient sup- 
ply of helium, which will burn no 
more than will water, seems to be 
the one thing needed to make flying 
safe, sure and cheap. 


Helium has had a romantic story. 


It was first discovered, not on the 
earth, but in the sun. A scientist 
noticed, in some of tho rays from the 
sun, 
traces of a gas which was un- 


known to him, and he named it hel- 
ium. The discovery attracted some 
attention, and other chemists began 
exi/erimenting to see if helium oc- 
curred in the earth. In due course 
they discovered that it was widely 
distributed In the atmosphere in very 
minute quantities. They also proved 
that it is a relation of that other re- 
markable substance, radium. Radium 
is the father of helium, or something 
like that. In scientific language, it is 
the "end product of the emanations 
of radioactive substances." 


The chemists found that they could 


isolate helium in the laboratory. 
It 


cost about 
$2,000 a cubic foot to 


produce the gas, and it was regarded 
merely as a scientific curiosity. It 
could not be made to burn or in any 
other way to combine with anything.

It was about 18!)5 that helium was 


first made in a laboratory. In 1907 
the housewives in a certain town in 
Kansas began writing hot letters to 
the gas company. They said the gas 
wouldn't burn—or at least sometimes 
it wouldn't—and they wanted 
to 


know if the gas company thought it 
could sell them air. 


This protest became so general in 


certain parts of Kansas that Dr. H. 
P. Cady, a chemist of the University 
of Kansas, made an investigation of 
the gas produced in that section. He 
found that this gas contained helium, 
and sometimes there was so much 
helium present that the combustibili- 
ty of the gas was seriously impaired. 


l>r, Cady wrote a paper for some 


scientific journal setting forth his re- 
markable discovery, and like many 
other remarkable discoveries it was 
promptly forgotten—at least in this 
country.

TO PREVENT au SPREAD 


Twenty Cases Now Reported 


at St. Vincent's Orphan- 


age; Eleven Serious. 


NO CAUSE^FOR 
ALARM 


Steps to prevent the recurrence of 


a serious epidemic of Influenza are 
to be taken up with the city council 
by the board of health in the near 
future, according to an announce- 
ment today from Dr. Eric Crull, sec- 
retary for th'e board. 
This action 


comes as a result of the finding of 
a number of cases of influenza at the 
St. Vincent's orphanage here, the 
cases being reported to the board by 
Dr. Frank Dinnen. 


Today there are twenty cases re- 


ported at this institution, eleven of 
which are reported as serious, with 
high temperatures. 
The records of 


the institution show that all of these 
eleven inmates of the home had ser- 
ious cases of influenza last winter, 
and it is this fact which is consid- 
ered alarming to the health authori- 
ties, as it refutes the belief express- 
ed by a number of physicians that 
having- had the disease once would 
render the patient immune to future 
exposure. 


Experience 'has shown that severe 


epidemics olj "all contagious diseases 
have been followed usually by recur- 
rences in a less severe form, but it 
is the idea of the authorities here 
to check this by framing and work- 
ing for the passage of an ordinance 
which will assist In prevention. 


Will Not Wait on State. 


The city authorities do not intend 


to wait on the state board of health 
for action. An ordinance, similar in 
some respects to the ordinance in 
effect here last winter, Is to be fram- 
ed, and Dr. Crull states that every 
effort will be made to prevent a come 
back of the flu.

Many Mothers Grateful for 


Assistance Rendered. 


The staunchest believers in the Day 


Nursery, for which a campaign for 
funds is being made this week, are 
the mothers who are being helped by 
this little but important institution.

The result is that it 
has been impossible to get out the 
timber except along the rivers, and 
great forests of precious tropical 
hardwoods remain untouched, while 
in the high mountains there are 
large areas covered with a sort o£ 
pine.

MAJOR LEAGUES AGREE 


TO ABOLISH THE ORAFT 


National Commission Suspends 


Practice of Grabbing the 


Minors' Stars. 


FOR THE PRESENT SEASON 


Club owners of the National and 


American leagues will not draft star 
players from the minor leagues this 
Fall. 
This was decided when the Nation- 


al Commission recommended that 
the privileges of the draft be sus- 
pended for 1919 because of the "un- 
certainty DOW existing" between the 
major and minor leagues. 


The commission ruled, however, 


i that the major league clubs be per- 
i milled to continue the purchase of 
players if 
suitable 
arrangements 


could be made with the minor league 
clubs. 


Al Tearney, president of the Three- 


I and Western leagues, who led the 
fight against the practice of the ma- 
jor leagues in drafting minor league 
talent, was elated with the action 
of the commission. He was chairman 
of the committee which effected 
a 
break in relations with 
the major 


leagues last Winter, and the subse- 
quent abrogation of the national 
agreement. 


"The action means that the minor 


leagues will now be able ,to build 
fences for themselves instead of for 
the major leagues," Tearney said. "It 
means also' that the minor organiza- 
tions will have control over their own 
property, and the action will encour- 
age those interested in minor league 
clubs to support the game financially 
which, as everyone knows, has been a 
losing venture.
